The Caukornia State Debt.— The Supreme 
Court of California has re-affirmed} its judgment 
that debt.- contracted by the State, al»ove the sum 
of $300,000, are unconstitutional, and the Legisla- 
ture, w Inch is in session, does not seem to lie in any 
hurry to provide for the difficulty by legalizing the 
over-issue. Several projects are l>efore the Legis- 
lature to that end, but none have reached anV 
point of definite action. Some opposition also is 
manifested in the Legislature, hut the impression 
seems still to be that California will provide for the 
payment of her debts as honesty requires it should 
do. 

It would be scandalously dishonest in her not to 
recognize the debt and make provisions for its pay- 
ment. Tree, the State Constitution does not au- 
thorize the Legislature to incur debts to a greater 
amount than £300,000, but then the money has 
been borrowed and used, and the refusal to make 
payment would lie an act utterly knavisli, atroci- 
ous, and Mississippian in character.

A most painful and unpleasant Jutv, 
therefore, devolves upon the Commissioners and Su- 
perintendent of the Hospital for the Insane. 

We are compelled to give you notice that the in- 
sane can no longer be supported in the hospital, but 
must, therefore, be returned to the counties from 
which they were sent.

DEALStARI HAI."> AM. HIS TlMK3 — Sketches of 
French Society <a the l*fA Century. By Louis de 
Lomcnie. Translated by Itenry S. Edwards. New 
York: Harper & Brothers. 

Baaumarchais was one of the most remarkable 
men produced by France during the Ust century. 
Horn iu humUe life, he lascaine scarcely less noted 
in politics than in literature. His fame as the i u- 
thorof the "Barber of Seville" and "The Marriage 
of Figaro" have given him more celebrity as a dra- 
matic writer than has hitherto been attached to him 
ms a politician, but Mons. de Louieoie has recorded 
ia this biography the incidents which show his inti- 
mate connection with many of the most important 
political movements in France during the period of 
his lif*. 

Asa protege of the daughters of Louis XV, he 
obtained a footing at the Court of France, and from 
that time his history became closely connected with 
the most prominent personages ef French history. 
As courtier and speculator, his life was chequered 
with various adventures during the reigns of Louis 
XV and Louis XVI. and throughout the Revolution. 
Sometimes in favor with and controlling the King, 
the Ministry, and the Directory, and often engaged 
in important enterprises and negotiations, and as 
often broken in fortune and suspected by tiie domi- 
nant party, his biography gives the reader interest- 
t of French society from the court to the

During the time of this almost complete darkness 
the wind blew from the south, and the sea was 
frightfully disturbed. 

Although the Pera proceeded 40 or 50 miles out 
to sea again, still the dense fog prevailed far to sea- 
ward, and, toward the coast, darkness literally over- 
spread the land of Egypt. This phenomenon lasted 
for eight hours, when the fog cleared away, the wind 
lulled, and the sea went down. This extraordinary 
appearance was owing to what is' called the khamp- 
seen or sand storm, and its extending so far to sea 
is a most unusual circumstance. From the direc- 
tion of the wind, the khampseen must have origina- 
ted in the Great Sahara. It raises the sand there in 
masses which move in a spiral figure, and the heavy 
particles of sand soon drop to the earth, while the 
smaller ones, or the pulverized sand, is carried 
awav to a distance. The people on board the Pera 
found afterward the khampseen had blown down 
trees, turned over railway carriages, and forced 
cattle into the canal between Alexandria and Cairo.
